DRAMA unfolded at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court when the 
sentencing of a death crash 
driver was adjourned - after 
the court heard he had taken 
an overdose the night before. 

Paramedics arrived at the 
court just after 11am last 
Thursday to take Adrian Fry, 
who was in the dock, to hos¬ 
pital. 

The incident arose when 
Fry, 51, of Briars End Way in 
Witchford, was being sen¬ 
tenced after causing a crash

which killed a 19-year-old 
motorcyclist on the A1123 at 
Hill Row Causeway on Janu- 
ary 22, last year. 

He stood trial for death by 
dangerous driving but was 
cleared, and had previously 
pleaded guilty to the lesser 
serious charge of death by 
careless driving. 

The crash resulted in the 
death of Karl Langley, from 
Sutton, who had been visit¬ 
ing friends at Willow Hall 


to hospital 

Farm. 

At 6.50pm on the day of 
the accident the teenager 
had travelled less than 300m 
from the farm when he col¬ 
lided head-on with a Ford 
Focus driven by Fry which 
was on his side of the road. 

Prosecutor Caroline Al¬ 
lison said: “Paramedics at¬ 
tended but unfortunately 
he died at the scene. A po¬ 
lice officer spoke to the de¬ 
fendant, who was adamant 
the motorcyclist was on the

wrong side of the road.” 

The defendant told police he approached 
the bend when he saw a light coming to¬ 
wards him and made a ‘split second deci¬ 
sion’ to swerve into oncoming traffic to 
try and avoid the vehicle, which he was 
thought was in his lane. 

Fry told police the bike was travelling at 
70mph and he didn’t have time to avoid the 
accident. 

Addressing the court last week Mr Brom- 
ley-Martin, mitigating for Fry, said there 
had been some doubt over his fitness to 
plead previously. 

He added: “The family of Mr Langley 
have lost their son and there is nothing I 
can say, nor your honour can do, to change 
that.” 

After a brief adjournment, the court was 
told that emergency services had arrived to 
take Fry to hospital. 

Mr Bromley-Martin added: “They re¬ 
ceived a call from the defendant concern¬ 
ing his physical and mental health.” 

He asked Judge Gareth Hawkesworth to 
adjourn the case to obtain “full details of 
the defendant’s mental and physical state”. 

Judge Hawkesworth said: “We have heard 
that Adrian Fry has taken an overdose and 
he needs to be assessed as a result.” 

He adjourned the case for sentencing 
until Friday, November 18, and made it 
clear he wanted a report from the hospital 
so evidence can be obtained as to the na¬ 
ture of Fry’s overdose. 

Fry was released on conditional bail until 
the next hearing. 


COUNCILS 

Council admits 
budget failings 


EAST Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council has admitted 
budget failings as the au¬ 
thority covers the soaring 
costs of the Cambridgeshire 
Archives project. 

Following an Assets and 
Investment Committee 
meeting last Friday, a deci¬ 
sion has been reached to 
increase the total borrowing 
by £860,000, 

It is now estimated the to¬ 
tal renovation costs will sur¬ 
pass the £5m mark, with the 
additional spend racking up 
over £1.3m in debt charges. 

The committee found fail¬ 
ings with the original build¬ 
ing cost estimate and pro¬ 
cess, and has referred the 
issue to the Audit and Ac¬ 
counts Committee for inves¬ 
tigation. 

Chairman of the Assets 
and Investment Committee, 
Cllr Roger Hickford, said the 
decision to investigate the 
failings was important to 
ensure they were not faced 
with a similar situation in 
future. 

He added: “The committee 
was keen that so many irre¬ 
placeable historical records

relating to Cambridgeshire 
are protected in the best and 
most cost efficient way for 
future generations and that 
these documents are easily 
accessible to the public.” 

The decision was made 
after councillors agreed the 
additional building costs 
were vital to future proof the 
archive building in line with 
flood and fire safety stand¬ 
ards, as well as stringent Na¬ 
tional Archive accreditation 
standards. 

The chairman vowed to 
take a common sense ap¬ 
proach to reducing the soar¬ 
ing costs of transforming 
Ely’s former Strikes Bowl¬ 
ing Alley, requesting offic¬ 
ers investigate and bring 
back “any viable alternative 
schemes to the January As¬ 
sets & Investment Commit¬ 
tee” meeting, which is due to 
be held in private next year. 

One method being con¬ 
sidered to keep costs down 
is to use the car park at the 
archives, once it opens, as a 


pay and display car park for 
users of Ely railway station. 

Before the review on 
Friday, the authority said 
choosing the Ely site was 25 
years in the making and con¬ 
sidered to be the “best and 
cheapest solution,” 

The National Archive ap¬ 
proved the bowling alley as 
suitable archival accommo¬ 
dation. 

The site still needs sub¬ 
stantial work to ensure Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s historic ar¬ 
chives are safely stored in a 
temperature and moisture- 
controlled environment. 

It will also cost additional 
money to ensure the build¬ 
ing meets the requirements 
of the 100-year flood risk, 
which is a prerequisite of in¬ 
suring the archive. 

Opponent of the project, 
historian Mike Petty said: 
“Whether it will ever actually 
be built is anybody’s guess.”

MORE than 100 original 
designs and drawings com¬ 
missioned for stained glass 
from the early to mid-20th 
century are going on display 
- and sale - in Ely. 

Local television auction¬ 
eer David Palmer stumbled 
across the fascinating col¬ 
lection through a stained 
glass maker from Peter¬ 
borough, who rescued the 
designs from a damp and 
decaying farm building in 
Lincolnshire. 

Research has revealed 
that the collection - of 
which there are around 
1,000 drawings and designs 
in total - is from the Camm 
Studio in Smethwick in the 
Midlands. 

The pieces selected for the 
exhibition in Ely give an in¬ 
sight into the work involved 
in producing a stained glass 
window, and display the skill 
of talented stained glass art¬ 
ists and designers, most no¬ 
tably Florence Camm (1874- 
1960). 

She ran the successful 
Camm stained glass com¬ 
pany with her two brothers 
after her father Thomas Wil¬ 
liam Camm died in 1912. 

Mr Palmer, who lives in Ely 
and is famed for his colour¬ 
ful waistcoats and appear¬ 
ing on TV programmes such 
as Flog It! and Cash in the 
Attic, said: “The collection is 
absolutely fascinating. The 
drawings and designs were 
all being stored in tins in a 


damp old farm building. 

“The scraps of card/pa¬ 
per the works are executed 
on display the true artistic 
merits of the stained glass 
maker and their creative 
process, and current recog¬ 
nition and appreciation of 
women artists will hopefully 
lift Florence to the position 


she deserves in art.” 

The exhibition and sale 
is at the Babylon Gallery, in 
Waterside, from November 
1-13. 

The gallery is open Tues¬ 
day to Sunday from 12-4pm 
and admission is free. To

Hospital has 
bright future 

AT a time when the future of the 
Minor Injuries Unit (MIU) at the 
Princess of Wales (PoW) Hospital in 


Ely still hangs in the balance, it may 
be confusing but I hope exciting 
to people, to hear that the NHS is 
looking at ways to redevelop the 
PoW site to improve the buildings 
and facilities. 

East Cambs District Council 
has been working closely with 
Cambridgeshire Community Services 
(CCS) NHS Trust, the main provider 
at the PoW, over a number of months 
now, to consider how the site can 
be revamped to provide the modern 
healthcare facilities that Ely and the 
wider district so desperately needs. 

In the meantime, I was encouraged 
at the last public meeting in Ely 
held by the Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) to hear that the CCG 
seemed to be in agreement with a 
number of principles about a future 
minor injuries service for our area, 
namely, that it needed to be a 'walk 
in' service, it must have back up 
diagnostic services, (such as X-ray), 
and that it needs to be kept local. 

The only real remaining question 
would be about how the service is 
staffed, and that really is an internal 
debate for the CCG themselves 
and their NHS colleagues. If these 
principles are embraced in their 
recommended option when it comes 
forward, I think we can all get behind 
it. 

I have attended a number of 
meetings with CCS and the wider 
NHS and am really excited by the 
possibilities for the future of the PoW 


site, which is so well located for 
health facilities. We wait to see the 
detailed plans which CCS has said 
they will be in a position to share 
with the public in the spring next 
year, but I believe this is a massively 
positive step. I am also reassured 
that CCS in their guise as property 
owners are working closely with 
the CCG who is responsible for the 
commissioning of health services 
on the site, and who is working on 
their important Sustainability and 
Transformation Plan. I believe the 
two plans will come nicely together 
in the early part of next year to 
present to the public what the future 
health care provision for our area will 
look like. 

Like many people, I am nostalgic 
about the halcyon days of our 
beloved RAF Hospital, but I am also 
really excited that our hospital has a 
bright and important future.

Sexism has not 
gone away 

SOCIETY has taken great 
steps towards combating sex 
discrimination in the workplace but 
women are still confronted with 


sexist attitudes. 

Many female workers said they 
regularly faced comments from 
colleagues and employers about their 
appearance and were under pressure 
to dress in a more appealing way, 
according to research we recently 
commissioned with over 2,000 UK 
workers. 

The experience for male 
colleagues was vastly different, with 
few feeling under the same level of 
scrutiny. 

Under current UK employment 
law, employers cannot treat you less 
favourably because of your gender 
but the fact that the law does allow 
for employers to have different 
requirements for men and women in 
relation to a dress code lends itself to 
some uncertainty. 

We are likely to see further 
challenges to this in the future, for 
example the campaigns against 
women being required to wear 
high-heels that have gained traction 
in the media lately. Imposing this 
expectation on women only in 
2016 is arguably unlawful sex 
discrimination. 

We may have come a long way but 
the findings of our research shows 
there is still a great deal left to do to 
tackle regressive and outdated views 
towards women in the workplace.

DONATIONS from generous 
shoppers have helped a char¬ 
ity purchase a special chair for 
a little girl with severe disabili¬ 
ties.

Jack Reacher: Never Go Back simmers 
pleasantly thanks to the on-screen 
chemistry between Cruise and Smulders, 
the latter rolling up her sleeves to inflict 
bruises in the accomplished action set 
pieces.

B ASED on the book by Lee Child, 
director Edward Zwick's thriller 
continues the escapades of the 
eponymous former major in the 
Military Police Corps as he 
exposes greed and injustice. 

The opening salvo in the franchise, 

Jack Reacher, starring Tom Cruise, 
released in 2012, was an entertaining 
genre piece punctuated by smartly 
orchestrated action sequences, including 
opening scenes of a sniper aiming at 
innocent bystanders that unsettled in the 
wake of shootings at Sandy Hook 
Elementary School. 

The sequel, set four years later, keeps 
chilling reality at arm's length despite a 
largely predictable plot that touches 
upon America's military manoeuvres in 
the Middle East. 

Cruise isn't showing his years - 54 and 
counting - as he performs his own 
death-defying stunts, including leaping 
from a car to a rooftop and trading blows 
in breathlessly choreographed fights. 

There's an undeniable vicarious thrill, 
and a few unintentional giggles, 
watching his modern day ronin square 
off against three or four hulking 
assailants at the same time, and disable 
them in a bone-crunching blur of 
punches and counterpunches. 

Reacher (Cruise) is living off the grid, 
embracing a lifestyle that allows him to 
move between low-rent motels as he 
brings down men and women in 
uniform, who abuse their position. 

En route to a face-to-face meeting with 
his successor, Major Susan Turner 
(Cobie Smulders), Reacher discovers 
that she has been accused of espionage.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

D Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

LI Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

LI Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

Our guide to

picking and 
Christmas tree 


WHEN TO BUY? 

Christmas trees are usually cut in the 
fields around the same time in late 
October/November, so the sooner they 
are taken home the sooner you can 
start to care for them properly. Beware, 
however, buying them too early or you 
might be left with nothing but bare 
branches by the big week. On the other 
hand you don’t want to leave it so late 
that the best-shaped trees have been 
snapped up, and the ones left over have 
been stored for a prolonged period out of 
water, which means they may not last as 
long. 

WHAT SORT OF TREE? 

The classic tree of choice is the Norway 
Spruce, with its evocative pine scent 
amd traditional pyramid shape, although 
the Blue Spruce is a popular alternative. 

If you’d like a tree that doesn’t shed its 
needles so fast, a Nordmann Fir is a great 
option - their ability to hold on to their 
needles right up to Christmas suits them 
to more minimalist-style homes. 


Whatever its variety, the colour of the 
needles should be a dark green rather 
than washed-out and pale, and the tree 
should be evenly proportioned: not too 
dense at the bottom nor too sparse at 
the top, and no big gaps in between the 
branches. Also choose one that isn’t pre¬ 
wrapped in netting so you can get a better 
idea of its shape. 

CUT TREE OR POT GROWN? 
Trees should be newly cut when you 
purchase them, however you can’t always 
guarantee this so one way to give your 
tree a boost is to keep it outside in a 
bucket of water for a day or two, after 
sawing an inch off the bottom of the trunk 
to improve its water uptake. As cut trees 
are the same as cut flowers, don’t forget 
to water them - roughly one to two litres 
per day. 

As for container-grown trees, after 
Christmas they can be re-potted or 
planted outside so you can enjoy it again 
for next year, although they’re unlikely 
to last much longer than that, and that’s 


provided you’ve enough space in your 
garden! 

GENERAL TREE TIPS: 

★ Think about where you have room to 
place the tree before buying one. If the 
only suitable spot is next to a heater for 
example, you might need a smaller tree to 
fit into a more suitable area. 


★ If you’ve any glass ornament 
decorations, keep them higher on the tree 
to prevent children or pets knocking them 
off and breaking them. 

★ When Christmas is over dispose of 
your tree responsibly. You could even 
chop it up into small pieces to put straight 
into your compost heap for the new year. 



★ For the healthiest and 
freshest tree, patronise an 
established tree farm or 
somewhere that brings in trees 
from local farms. 


★ Try to reign in your enthusiasm 
and don’t go too overboard on 
height. Keep in mind that the 
stand can add six inches in 
height, not to mention the star 
or fairy at the top. 


★ Ideally use LED lights to 
decorate the tree, as they emit 
less heat and are better for 
the environment.

TRAIN TICKETS 
NOW TO SAVE CASH 


Rail passengers planning to travel 
over the Christmas period are 
being urged to buy tickets now to 
save money. 

A number of train operators are selling 
cheaper advanced tickets, which are quota- 
controlled so can quickly sell out. 

Europe’s leading independent train ticket 
retailer, Trainline (thetrainline.com), 
revealed that its customers saved £21.8 
million last year by purchasing advance 
return tickets for travel between December 
16-31 rather than buying tickets on the day 
of travel, excluding booking fees. 

A survey of 2,000 British adults 
commissioned by the company found that 
expense is a source of frustration over the 


festive period for 39% of people, followed 
by family arguments (22%) and traffic jams 
( 21 %). 

More than half (53%) of people prefer 
to travel by train over Christmas as they 
find it relaxing, while 40% want to avoid 
congestion on the roads. Almost one in 
four (24%) enjoy the option of catching up 
on sleep during the journey home, while 
19% want the option of checking social 
media.
